HE WILL REVIEW THE PROCESSION. 


A committee from the emanci- 
pation celebration, consisting of 
W. Culvin Chase, Lieut. Col. T. 
8. Kelly, Charles H. Marshall, and 
RK. F. Williams, called on the pres- 
ident and Col. Lamont Friday 
morning. Mr. Chase intro- 
duced the delegation and con- 
gratulated the president on the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Matthews aud 
spoke of him in complimentary 
terms. He said that April 16, was 
the anniversary celebration of the 
emancipatiun of slaves iu the Dis- 
trict, a day that is honored by the 
colored people, and as the proces: 
sion would cunsist of the militia 
of Baltimore ard Washington and 
many thousand citizens he would 
respectfully ask him to review the 

rocession. In reply the president 
spoke highly of Mr. Ma'thews 
aud said that he would review the 
procession April 16th. Those re- 
ports that have been circulated will 
now fallto the ground and the 
colored peoyle will have a grand 
procession. 


HAVE WE FORGOTTEN 
THEM? 


In glancing over our exchanges, 
we are somewhat surprised that 
those colored men, who were once 
heralded over the country as the 
representatives of the racé, are 80 
epoken of, cither favorably 
or unfavorably. What is the mat- 
ter?

For our part, 
we are not just prepared to drop 
our old and tried leaders, Doug- 
lass, Bruce and Lynch are still a- 
live and will be prepared, when 
the time comes, to show to our 
people that the fact that they are 
not now fawning and bowing be- 
fore strange gods is no foe that 
they are not alive. bile the 
present administration is striving 
to make new friends, these men 
“have other fish to fry” and are 

roving their loyalty to the g-o-p. 

r. Duuglaes will “proclamute” 
on the 16h of this month and 
show how hard he can kick.

THE LABOR QUESTION. 


We notice that many of our 
contem} orvrie3 are devoting con 
siderable space to the discussion 
of the vexed und important “labor 
question.” In this we perceive a 
most commendable awakening, in 
which is manifested a disposition 
toward becoming a factor and ins 
uence in the struggle between 
the powers of labor a:.d cupital. 
Tue Detroit Plaindealer is d ing 
yood service in this matter and is 
handling the abstract side with 
vigor, manliness and ability. But 
the question as to how colored la- 
bor can be made most effective is 
the question for us to coosider. 
And in doi: g 30 we must remem- 
ber that the subject is a broad oue 
in which many consideratious 
must enter. In the first place, ef- 
fec'ive work on that live can only 
be accomplished after the present 
unorganized conditions of the ruce 
are accounted for.’ 

It must first be ase rtained as to 
why the colored people manifest 
no disposition to unite, then how 
they can be united. To do this, 
we must inquire into the condition 
of the classes upon whi h we are 
to operate. It must be remember- 
ed that the bulk of our people are 
at the south; that their employ- 
ments are not widely diver-ified; 
they are under influences which 
do not tend toward the diversifi- 
cation of labor; that climatic and 
sozial conditions do not tavor 
thrift but tend toward ease; that 
the examples set befure them are 
tho-e of extravagance and that 
they are under the influence of 
civilization, wh:ch does not favor 
their social, moral, material or in- 
‘ellectual development. These too, 
we must consider both the amount 
of labor to be performed and the 
number of persons accessible to 
periorm it. In this the rule of 
supply and demand directly ap- 
plies, For instance, in Ge rgia, 
there is need of so many colored 
laborera to perform so much nec- 
essary work. The eupply is not 
superabundant, and the cons- 
quence is general thrift. Georgia 
leuds the suuthdrn states im point 
of wealth among the colored peo- 
ple. Now it would seem to us 
that among the very first consider= 
ations we are to deal withis, how 
cun the laboring cl sses be distrib- 
uted so as to produce competition? 

In almost every souti.ern state, 
we see a much greater number of 
people than can secure remunera- 
tive employmeut. What method 
of shift from one part ofthe south 
to another can be resorted to? Can 
a certain number be shifted from 
South Carolina to Tex: s and from 
Alubama, and Mss. to Georgia? 
Itso, how many? To ascertain 
this, the labor statistics of the states 
must be consulted’ But such sta- 
tistics are very meagre and entire- 
ly inadequate for a tuir adjustment 
of tbe question. And assuming 


‘that the statistivks were advquate, 


the temper of the whites Loth as 
to the removal and settlement 
must be considered Experience 
has shown tbat labor bas been able 
to resist the encroachments and 
im positions of capital, only when 
it is surrounded by circumstances 
which favor the manifesation of 
its fullest scope and power. When 
it is largely in excess of the de- 
mands of capital, it becomes bam- 
pered and the spirit of competition 


is modified or essentially destroy- 
ed. Hence it seems to us that 
the very firat consideration is the 
wise distribution of the colored 
laborer. And we believe that. 
that distribution requires the re 
moval of a lurge body of cvlored 
men from the south into such 
fields north as are nct already 
overstocked with laboring classes 
We beleive thut at least 500,000 
could ba so distributed through 
out the north so that the interests 
of labor in both s ctions would be 
benefitted. Besides this, these 
500,000 could exert a powerful 
influence toward curbing the spir- 
it of opposition at the south 
which is permi ted to run riot, be 
cause the vorth has wot the pos- 
itive evidence, in its .very 
presence, of the real adaptubilities 
and disposition of our pe ple. We 
believe that the question of distri- 
bution lies at the rvot of the 
question, | 


THE BLOODY ASSASSINS, 


The more we reflect. upon the 
murder of thirteen detenseless Ne- 
groes at Carrollton in the sta‘’e of 
Mississippi on the 17th alto. the 
more we think of the enormity of 
the crime against law and order. 
That thirteen men, citizens of a 
commonwealth, should be shot 
down in a court of jnstice, while 
going through the prescribed form 
for trial, in broad day light by an 
armed mob of some fifty’men is 
amply startling Thst the gov- 
ernor of Mississippi, the sberitf of 
the county in which this deed vas 
committed, and the mayor of Car- 
roliton refuse to make any effort 
t» bring these guilty men to jus- 
tiee Is still more startling. Now 
that the Ex:cuiive brancles of 
the state go\ernment refuse to 
perfurm their sworn duty, we had 
hoped that justice would be meted 
ont at least in the court of justice, 
We had hoped that the judge of 
the circuit in which diaboli 
cal deed was committed would 
take cognizince and call upon the 
to come to bis aid and 

riug indictments against this 
crowd of bloody murders, but in 
this we are palued to say, we were 
mistaken. ‘he ass ciuted press 
dispatches bring the sad informa- 
tion, trat the circuit court for that 
district after having sat {pr one} 
week adj without making 
any inquiry as to the cause, of this 
bu'chery. It is useless to aay to 
the readers of the Bee that ihe 
President of the Uni'ed States is 
us powerless to interfere in this 
ma'ter as a new born bibe under 
our present form of government. 
Lle can only sit aud express s »r-ow 
that such a thing should happen. 
To be candid, we feel ashamcd to 
uckuowledge a'l-giance to a gov- 
ernment, so weak, that its 
citizens are kilkd by the dozeus 
their relatives and friends can 
tind no recourse to law, there is 
no power in the land to appeal to, 
every aVeuue to justice is closed 
against us. The framers in draft- 
ing the constitution of the United 
States had nut the Negro iu con- 
templation as a citizen, and is ev- 
idenced by the fact that since he 
has secured bis citizenship, with 
out hardly a material chauge in 
the judiciary of the states the laws 
atfecti ig bis legal rights ar» a 
noventity. The time was when 
there could bave been a radicul 
change iu the form of our govern- 
ment to meet the condition of the 
Negro, but uufortunately for us 
this was left undone, The great 
republican party has dove much 
for the Negio—it gave bim his 
freedom and bis citizenship, will 
it make the trinity complete and 
secure for him justice iv the courts 
of our commou country? In the 
midst of gloom and despoudency 
we have ove consolation, this con- 
dition of affairs cunnut and will 
not always exist. ‘The day of ret- 
ribution will come. We are in 
favor of peace, it is for the best 
inter:st of both races to dwell to- 
gether peaceably and observe the 
law, but we do say ifa minority 

who are not content at holding 
power by traud, intimidation and 
murder, attempt s«nnihilation, 
then we say self protection and 
selt defense are at all times the 
first recognized laws.

of the emancipation of slaves in the Dis- 
Of Coramvia, tt und is the 


duty of every colored citizen toappreciate 
and c+ lebrate that day as a day of Nation- 
al holiday, and 

Whereas, itis the earnest desire of the 
general committee to make this celebra- 
tion one of the grandest that has ever 
been in the District of Columbia we be- 
lieve that under the leadershipe of ©, H. 
Marshall our chief marshal, and W. C. 
Chase, the president ot the emancipation 
association; they wi:l head one of the larg- 
est celebrations in the history of the 
emancipation, 

Be It Resolved, That we the waiters of 
the Riggs House in meeting assembled, do 
pledge ourselves to doall we can toward 
making this celebration a grand success, 
and that we will send a marshal, mount- 
ed to represent the waiters in the proces- 
sion. 

Afterwhich the convention proceeded 
to nominate candidates for marshall, after 
several gentlemen had been nominated 
and declined in favor of Mr. Tilghman 
Dorsey, he was declared the unanimous 
choice of the convention for chief marshal.

THE HOUSE.

Whereas it is a miter of public informa- 
tion that onthe 18th of March, 1886. in 
the own of Carrollton, the county seat 
of Carroll county. Mias., a lawless band 
of persous rode to the court house, and 
then and there indiscriminately murdered 
by shooting a number of peaceful citizen 
of the United Scates; and 

Whervwas it is alleged that the governor 
of the said state of Mississippi has abso- 
lutely refused to take effective measures 
to bring to justice said murderers; aud 

Whereas it is alleged that the grand 
jury in and for said county of Carroll bas 
neglected to act in such a manner as 
would bring said murderers before the 
courts to answer for their crimes; and 

Whereas the constitu ion of the Uuited 
States guarantees to each and every one of 
its citizens full and adeqnate protection of 
his life and eujoyment of his property; 
ther: fore be it, 

Resolved, That a committee of five 
members be appointed by the speakers to 
investigate the fact conrected with said 
murders and to repor by bill or otherwise 
such measures as will check or prevent in 
the future the wahton and barbarous de- 
struction of human life. 

Mr. ot Texas,objected, on the 
ground that the subject was one omr 
which Congress had no constitutional 
power. 

The House then (at 4:45) adjourned.

W.H. Barker, was present and 
was requested to speak, bu: the 
chairman said that he would 
such a motion out of order, that 
gentleman was a bolter aud mean 
discontent. An appeal was taken 
but over-ruked. On motion of 
Peyton Harvey, the districts voted 
to recognize ©. H. Marshall and 
Mr. Chase as the regular elected 
eo by a vote of 175 to 5. 

. W. Chase said that the respec- 
table peuple had all to lvse by fol- 
lowing the other side and no re 
spectable man Would be found iy 
their ranks. Capt. Geo. D. Gra- 
ham, strongly supported the mo- 
tion in a logical and eloquent 
speech. Mr. Barker was again 
called upon to speak by s me men 
who were charged with selling out 
for rum, but he said that it would 
be with disrespect for himself. 
The president tuld bim that was 
right, that the people in the 8th 
and 13 districts wanted harmony. 


CONDEMNING THE CARROLL- 
TON MASSACRE. 


AN INTERESTING LETTER. 


Washington, D. C., April 2, ’86. 


My DEAR FRIEND: 

As you reqnest- 
ed me to give vent to my feelings 
through the columns, of the Ber, 
and as I promised you so faithfully 
that I would, you will see by the 
effort that I have put forth, that I 
have not forgotten my promise’ | 
shall not confine myself to any par- 
ticular subject bat shall write more 
on a miscellaneous order. While I 
was reading that invaluable paper 
the BEe last evening, I saw in it 
resolutions drawn up by Mr. W.C. 
Chase, calling apon the Senate, and 
the house of Representatives to 
cause an immediate, investigation 
of that dastardly and cowardly, as- 
sassination, of thirteen inuocent 
law abiding colored men, in the 
Court House at Carrollton, in the 
county of Carrollton, Miss., on the 
lst instant. Mr. Chase, was the 
first colored man to take steps, to 
bring those fiendish cold blooded, 
murderers to jastice. I would to 
God that we had one hundred 
young men like Mr. Chase, in this 
District, he has always bad the raee 
at beart, and we all should have 
that race feeling, he is a young man 
who deserves credit. The greatness 
that he bas, he certainly achieved 
it. | consider him one of the bright- 
est stars of this day in the Literary 
sphere, some say that he is too 
haughty. I venture to say that 
there is a class of men that never 
speak well of noone, and like the 
Cobra-DeCapella when he cannot 
spit out bis venom upon those 
whom he wishes to destroy, he 
stingeth himself to death, so it is 
with that selfish uncouth, prejudic- 
ed set of people, they move, and 
live in their own sphere, and when 
they die they are put away, unwept 
for, unhonored and unsuug, this is 
theend of that class of people. I 
cannot well close my letter without 
saying a word for Mr. Dvuuglass 
while we shall continue to lavish 
our love and high esteem upon the 
hoary haired time honored sage we 
must acknowledge, that be has gove 
on before us all the time like Moses 
of old, leading the children of Isra- 
el from the land of bondage, even 
so has he led us on, from time to 
time to this present day. Will he 
be forgotten? no, never, he shall 
ever live in the hearts of those who 
know him, and in the minds of 
those who read of him. A nation 
yet unborn will speak of the name, 
and deeds of this great man, and I 
maintain that the imperishable 
name of Frederick Douglass, ought 
to have as much significance at- 
tached to it, as the nameés ot 
George Washington, or Cbristo- 
pher Columbus, his name will go 
down to endless posterity. 


A word to our young people and 
then I shall have finished. Let us 
educate ourselves. Educatiun is 
the only weapon with which we can 
fight our enemies with. A white 
man never feels so bighly exhalted 
as when we bow in bumble submis- 
sion to his whimeical, ideas and 
wishes. Educate ourselves, and it 
will keep us from growing in that 
humble submissiveness to vur ene- 
mies, respect ourselves, and then 
we will respect others, show our 
respect in the street when we meet 
each other, when we meet a lady 
raise our hats politely, show our 
respect publicly, in order that oar 
enemies may see that there is just 
as much respectability among the 


colored people as there is among 


pecially in the church, theatres, 
entertainments and everywhere 
that we may sitaate ourseives. I 
saw a colored man on the Avenae, 
last week, pass oneof our colored 
teachers, and he addressed her 
with a nod of the head, very soon 
after that he passed a white lady, 
and politely raised his hat, I hap- 
pened to meet in the car, and as I 
knew him I asked him why he nod- 
ded his head to the colored lady 
and raised his hat to the white lady ? 
His answer was simply ‘‘Dat aio’t 
nuffin she is culled, she is.” I did 
not say any moreto him bat left 
him with his “Idol Igucrance,” The 
ulea is this, we inteudto show the 
white people that there is just as 
much respectability among us as 
thereisamong them, tho’ we be 
poor, we have our first, second and 
third classes of colored people, just 
the sameas tiey, among themselve:. 
We do not care any more for a dis- 
respectful colored man, than they 
do for a disrespectful white man 
we treat acolored gentleman and 
with the same amount of re- 
spect, that we treat the white, now 
my dear friend I have written just 
about enough to worry your good 
patience. I have endeavored to give 
you all the information I possibly 
could, under the existing circam- 
stances, and [can only hope Tyat 
this will prove to be interesting to 
you. I cannot cl without saying 
a word in behalf of the genial Edi- 
tor. May he live long, and prosper, 
may his sammer’s sunlinger long 
in its evening, and his last days 
pass away as sweetly, as they first 
begun.
